WASHINGTON, March. 21° 


{AP).—The ‘Taser, an electric 
dart gun intended as a ‘self. 
defense weapon that only sims 
the attacker, has been classified 
by the government as a firearm 
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government that it should stop 
attributing its troubles to the 
Allende debacle and the interna- 
tional economic situation.

afford to impose the even more 
stringent austerity measures he 
is suggesting. 

But 8 growing aumber of dis- 
gruntied economists, businessmen, 
trade unionists and non-Marxist 
politicians believe that the real 
problem is that Prof. Friedman 
has picked the wrong country 
to test out his economic theories. 

Monopoly Situations 

Almost every economic sector 
4s dominated by one or two com- 
panies. With monopolies or nexr- 
monopolies the rule rather than 
the exception, the price of goods 
is unresponsive to deniand. 

Government advertisements ad- 
‘vise Chileans to shop around and 
look for the cheapest price before 
buying. But there are many 
products on the market that are 
produced by only one or two 
firms. A partial list would t- 
clude cement, glass machine 
tools, chemicals, fertilizers, paper 
and beer. 

Critics of Prof. Friedman's eco- 
nomic theories argue that busi- 
nesamen in key economic sectors 
are raising their prices because 
they find it more profitable to 
sell mote expensive goods to a 
dwindling number of clients 
rather than taking a chance at 
selling cheaper goods to a greater 
number of clients.

Rhodesia Facing War 


There was never much chance that the 
talks between the white minority govern~ 
ment and one faction from the black African 
Majority would produce a workable agree- 
ment for Rhodesia’s political future. Even 
if these negotiations had been able to 
agree on a constitutional blueprint, it might 
well have been repudiated by more radical 
African leaders, including those preparing 
in Mozambique for guerrilla warfare against 
Rhodesia. 

The talks between Prime Minister Ian 
Smith and black nationalist leader Joshua 
Nkomo broke down over the issue that has 
frustrated every major black-white negotia- 
tion in Rhodesia even prior to the unilateral 
seizure of independence by the white regime 
in 1965: the timetable for the transition to 
majority rule in a country where blacks out- 
number whites by 24 to 1. . 

Nkomo had demanded majority rule within 


a year or two. He says Smith’s proposals | 


would have delayed the transfer of power 
to the black majority for another 10 to 15 
years—no genuine advance over the 1961 
Rhodesian constitution imposed by Britain. 


The Steel Steal 


In short, the white government in the recent 
negotiation made no significant concession 
on the key issue. 

Nkomo warns that in digging in for pres- 
ervation of white rule—and, he might have 
added, by refusing to negotiate realistically 
with the most moderate black leader—Smith 
has “chosen wat.” In existing circumstances 


it is difficult to challenge that somber as-.

Previously, American bu- 
siness had to prove unfair competition, such 
as subsidies or dumping, to obtain special 
protection: now, even if competition is fair, 
8 finding of injury to American producers 


in negotiation at GATT in Geneva will 
inevitably be affected. The American move 
on steel will-make it more difficult for the 
Common Market to offer concessions in other 
fields, such as agriculture. The. Europeans 
particularly resent being punished for an 
increase In Japanese steel exports to the 
United States; Common Market exports of 
Specialty steels actually declined last year. 

Dozens of American industries are pressing 
for protection under the new trade act— 
and recommendations for higher tariffs on 
shoes already await presidential decision by 
April 20.

With American exports now exceeding $107, 
Dillion 5. year, and the United States export- 
ing far more to Europe and the world than 
it is importing many European and 
Japanese industries would welcome an ex- 
cuse for farther protectionist moves on the 
part of their own governments. High un- 
employment provides added temptation for 
all governments to keep foreign competition 
out. 

It 15 neither in the American interest nor 
that of the industrial world as a whole to 
head into a trade war that would further 
-delay recovery from the recession. For it is 
the slow comeback that is injuring sales 
χὰ employment everywhere far more than 
the marginal Impact of imports from abroad.

Perhaps it was only & smail 
footnote to the voluminous chron~ 
icle of his quest for ‘the White 
House. but it may also have beén 
an important reflection ef the 
man behind the now familiar 
grin, a momentarily vivid ex- 
ample of the best and the worst 
of Jimmy Carter.

Grinding Race 


“It is with just such a blend of 
candor and expedience, along with 
his tireless energy and superior 
organization, that Mr. Carter has 
blossomed from anonymous ob- 
security to front-running popular- 
ity in the grueling. grinding race 
for his party's presidential nomi- 
nation. 


But that same clash of blunt — 


honesty and deftly shaded rhet- 
oric has also become the premise 
of the sizable opposition gather-

campaign. 

Much of that opposition, un- 
derstandably, has been generated

Trade Balance 


The government's drive to im~ 
prove its foreign-trade balance 
has already shown some results, 
For instance, after the surtax on 
luxury and other nonessential 
imports was imposed last June, 
the total of imports for 1975 
dropped 24.1 per cent in volume 
and 173 per cent in value from 
those of the preceding year. The 
tmports of 1975 had a value of 
97.7 million contos—which, when 
measured against decreased ex- 
ports worth 49.3 million contos, 
produced the frade deficit of 
48.4 million contos. AS Mr. Cam- 
pines noted, this was a “sharp 
deficit,” but the figure repre- 
sented an important reduction 
of 111 million contos from the 
1974 trade gap, and the develop- 
ment bodes well for Portugal. 


In 1974, imports had increased 
about. 58 per cent, while exports 
rose in value by 29.7 per cent. 
Because of a 30-per-cent upsurge 
in prices, however, the exports’ 
value did not present a true 
picture of the volume involved. 
In fact, the volume of exports in 
1974 was 7 per cent below the 
level of the preceding year. 

At work in thet import-export 
situation were several factors. 
More imports were needed because 
of g decline in this country's 
productivity, and were welcomed 
by Portuguese workers because of 
their pay imcreases, granted in 
the enphorie that followed the 
ousting of the 48-year-old right- 
ist dictatorship. Automobile sales 
increased 8 per cent, and outlays 
on gasoline imports rose 32 per 
cent.

To snderstand how enormously impottuat it is for today’s democratic 
Portugal! to have closer ties with Europe, one must fook at the country’s 
social-ceonamaic, political and cultural prospects. 

(ε ix fair to say that Portugal, on cight-hundred-year-old nation, is 
living through one of the greatest crises in its history. 

The country is in a state of shack. It is prone to pamper uncer 
tainty ond doubts at αὐ levots; questions ore mised for which there 
is πο immediate answer; real ond powerful changes rock the very 
foundations of Portuguese sacicty. The very fabric of our national 
identity, the image we hove bees given of ourselves over the fast 
teow centuries, is now σὲ stake, 

The characteristics ond fdiosyncrosies of the Portugucse ore the fruit 
of a complicated process. Apart from closhes of diffeteat cultures, 
races and ini common fa ather Europecs caantries, Portagal's 


problems facing them, 

wcighbour which, for maay years, refused to accept the 
amped gh of a little state; Portugal’s ensuing isolation when it 
wos forced to ‘ture to the oceon aud ἴσαγη how to use it; the drive 
towards expunsion, without ony substuntiol militory power, which called 
for both daring and compromiso and, finally, α centuries-old social 


sion ond ambignitics which prevented an cfficiently, coherently drown- 
up ond ‘execated plan for living. 

Thus, a nation clearly European im its culture, its troding, its industry 
(where forcign influence is marked), hos naver boen able to get 
away from the idea thot ita isclation and weaknesses con only be 
offset by lasting impluntetion in other orcas. Furthermore, its internal 
problents have always been solved from the outside. and these sola- 
Hons have never really affected, or strengthened, the country os a 
whale. 

Thix fact plus the internal weaknesses of the national economy have 
given Portuguese colonialism ¢ fundomentol characteristic: the people 
hove never greatly benofited from this type of exponsion, ond hove 
paid α heovy price and mode considerable sacrifices because of suck 
adveuturcs, To top it all, a long dictatorship (energetic and ideolagical 
ot first, then decrepit ond paternalistic), losting fifty years, damaged 
the future praspects of wide sectors of the population and gave α 
false sense of sccurity, through stagnation, to a generally corrupt and 
shortsighted plutocracy. The evolution of the fast fifteen yeors where 
there was rcal improvement in standards of living but only at the 
cost of fundamentol distortions in economic growth, merely served 
to blind people to the Inevitable realities that had fo come, sooner 
or later. 

When April 25th came obout it wut chvious—although many people 
could not sce it at the time—that this was not a straightforward 
political change, {t was cleor that Portuguese socicty, atready thoroughly 
downcast, shakes by a war that hed fosted fourtcen yeors and threaten- 
ed to go on forever, senselossly, could not cope with tha tremendous 
ugheevals ond shocks confronting it [t wos obvious that future 
ecoromico-social structures would undorgo unpredictable changes in 
jag ycars. All this would occur in ἃ country without democratic 
without the sort of internal wealth that could soften the blow, 


“gt a time when international recession wos bound to make it harder 


to define national pions. 
This is the esscnce of the problem: to know what sort of future 
tho Portuguese want for themselves, where ond how they con fit in, 
what medns they hove ot their disposal ond under what conditions 
ang fimitations they must make their choice. 

The knowledge that their own liberation had to come from the liberation 
of the pconle of the colonics and thot it was due grcotly to the 
sitgggles of these poople, engendered feelings of guilt ond fear in 
mony Portuguese, Guilt becouse they hod taken port in on unjust 
wer agcinst ftheit ewn interests: fear becouse they wera afraid that 
once they fost the sham “independence” represented by the colonies 
(which in (ποῦ created a di ferent, grave type of dependance) thoy 
would not be able te survive in Europe, which wos technologically 
ond economically for more advanced than Portugal. This gave tise to 
fwo basic types of reaction. 

First of afl, a trend that wos not exactly isolationist, but that wanted, 
simplistically, to break the traditional ties of cooperation which they 
felr wore harmful to notional independence—an independence whose 
content and contours hove never been clearly defined. They thought 


they could replace these ties by others, as if the change could be 
wrought by ἃ simple shift in policies, without bringing about new 
commitments, 

Above all, this “independence” wos based on breaking down the system 
of interno! production, And so, they tried out revolutionary formulas, 
totally unrelated to the real sociological context of the country. Lack 
of any practical ability ta solve concrete problems led ἐσ a worsening 
of the crisis, Large sections of the popalation could not see the 
validity of this sort of objective. Artifictof cttempts were made to 
include Portugal in the Third World and to provida the sort of solu- 
fion that, basically, come from a form of intellectual subservience 
ond o fefusal fo foce the specific problems of Portugal's backword 
but also complex and multifecetad society. 

There was a second line of thought which acccpted diversification of 
the country’s international relations; however, it puf the accent on 
relations with the ex-cofonics and the Third World os a whole. Here 
teo, basically, there was a refusal te occept that Portugal’s miuiti- 
continental mle had come to an end and an attempt to prolong this 
yocation, olbeit on entirely ncw ond egolitosion grounds. 

Internally, those who followed this trend felt it wos highly dangerous 
to destroy the social fabric, in the country’s real geo-political circom- 
stances, and buifd a new society from scratch. And so,. they looked 
for gradual changes thot could ovofd o return to an authoritarian form 
of government, while simultaneously creating new formulas for the 
lifestyle, wellbeing and social! and economic equality for afl Portuguese. 
In view of the instability of power, rhe Juck of experience of most 
of our politicians ond citizens as a whole, the tmleashing of uncontrolled 
forces by organized groups bent on seizing power, it is hardly sorpris- 
i that the process of setting up a viable project hos been slow and 
arduous. 

Meowehila, this project is in the making onud—dcoring in mind the 
circamstances—if is coming about with @ Notable Iack of violence, 
although the social costs are high. 

\f this project is to take shape, however, ond galvanize the eneroy 
of the Portuguese, it mast be bused on an occurate analysis of the 
country’s socio-economic characteristics, it most take the externa! 
climete into occouat, ond it wmst aim ot achieving vafional gools in 
an ambitious, reafistic manner, 

It is worth toking α closer look at euch of these factors, evew thorgh 
one runs the risk of oversimplifying oF stossing over extremely complex 


questions, 
As far os the tmost important socke-economic characteristics cre con 
corned, the following stand out: 

6) Portugal. inherited from the former regime on economy thot wos 
thoroughly unbalanced, due to the stagnation of agriculture, to.matked 
distortions in regional development ond industrio!-structures, to unequal 
distribution of wealth, fo growina deocndence on the outside world 
and fo using emigration ας an artificial solution for unemployment. 

6) The international economic crisis. and incoherent government after 
Aprif. 25th aagravoted the situation, The GNP dropped overalf by 
6%; private investment, which the State could not replace, veered 
downwards; innumerable firms propped up only by om increase in credits 
from nationalized benks collopsed fnoncially; memployment swelled 
(12% of the labour force); the public sector suffored huge ronning 
fosses (US. 5230 00.000); there wos an cnonnous increase is the 
balance af payments deficit (U.S. $1.500,000,000) due to a rise in 
imports to meet the rise in home consumption caused by general wage 
inercases; a massive drop in productivity; the effects of decolonisation; 
and, finolly, the accelereted deterioration of tha internal moncy and 
financial markets. : 
In the aree ef internationo! relations, the following points should be 
borne in mind: 

0) Portugal has some 1,500,000 emigrants living and working in Ex- 
tope. They sent home α substantial proportion of their weaes, omount-

the figure came to $760,000,000. This totally altered the consumer 
pattems and the ctfitudes of Important .rurni. areas.

The Portuguese “fertilizer industry developed after World 
War I], when production facilities within Portugal began 
to satisfy a significant part of the increasing fertilizer 
demand. 


Development of the fertilizer industry in Portugal has 
been strongly tied to the growth of ammonia production. 
Of the three basic nutrients (nitrogen, phosphorus, potas- 
sium), nitrogen is totally produced in Portugal. Phosphate 
rock end potash must be imported and, consequently, 
phosphorus and potassium fertilizer products have -not 
developed to the extent of nitrogen-based materials. 


Modern industrialization has been a feature of the post- 
war period and, while fertilizer nitrogen production dates 
from the early 1950s, it was not until α further ten years 
had passed that the industry really started to grow. In 
consequence the fertilizer industry is young and quite 
vigorous.

Four nationalized concemms—Amoniaco Portugués, Com- 
panhia Uni3e Fabril, Nitratos de Portugal and Sociedade 
Portuguesa de Petroquimica—operate industrial com- 
plexes located at Estarreja, Barreiro, Alverca and Cabo 
Ruivo, respectively. 

Exports of fertilizers from Portugal have provided a 
means of utilizing full production capacity. The: partici-. 
pation of Portugal in the international fertilizer market 
is based on a sound experience of exporting several 
types of products, bagged or in bulk, to worldwide 
destinations.
